Plutei V. containing 18 
books of Scripture, was in hand during part 
of the former year; and, in the courſe of the 
preſent, the collation of it has been com- 
pleted. The places, in which it varied from 
the Vatican text, were found ſo numerous, 
that ten months have been ſpent in collat- 
ing it.

to whoſe diligence and attention, during his 
engagement with me, it is with pleaſure I 
take this opportunity of bearing the fulleſt 
teſtimony. 

To the Perſons at Paris, lem whom 1 re- 
ceived much valuable aſſiſtance, my grateful 
acknowledgments have been already expreſſed;

In the two MSS, laſt mentioned, the book 
of Geneſis was collated. 

As it was at Paris, that moſt of the MSS, 
which have paſſed immediately under my own 
hands during this year, were collated, this 
ſeemed the moſt proper place in the Account 
for ſhewing the reader at one view, in what 
way and to what effect my own time has been 
employed in the courſe of the laſt year. 

He will have obſerved, that the whole of 
ſeven MSS. in the Royal library, and of five 
in that of St. Germain, together with ſome 
portions of three others, were collated by 
myſelf at Paris. I have ſince collated a 
fourth part of one Bodleian MS, and two 
Cambridge M8. one, belonging to Gonville 
and Caius-College, containing the Pſalms and 
Canticles ; the other, belonging to the my 
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lick Library, and moſt obligingly lent me by 
favour of the Univerſity. It contains the two 
books of Chronicles; and in going over this 
Ms. it appeared that the collation of it in 
the London Polyglott was very imperfect. 
Much alſo of my time has been taken up by 
the neceſſary correſpondence both at home and 
abroad, which is now become extenſive and 
laborious ; and in the courſe of which, ap- 
plications for leave to collate MSS. have been 
forwarded to Mr. Meerman at the Hague, to 
Augſburgh, and to Moſcow, To theſe calls 
upon my time and attention are to be further 
added the collation of tranſcripts, and other
